London, Sept. 24 — The Graphic's Don- 
gola correspondent says: " The dervishes 
were pursued for miles along the river 
bunk and hundreds of those resisting 
were killed, tho slaughter continuing 
until the Sirdar ordered a stoppage of 
pursuit. Tho gunboats pursued the 
enemy to El Dehbah, over a hundred 
miles south of Dongola. Hassan Ne- 
jumi.lone of the Emirs, who was cap- 
tured; to-day, is now interviewing the 
Sirdar. 

The rain kept the Imperial and Royal 
personages at Balmoral in doors all the 
morning, hut they braved the elements 
in the afternoon for a deer drive, the 
Czar killing a splendid stag. It is 
understood that the Czar and Czarina 
will possibly extend their stay in Great 
Britain for a fortnight. 

The Standard announces that the Czar 
has just signed an imperial order de- 
creeing that the colors of the national 
flag shall henceforth be white, blue and 
red, placed horizontally above one an- 
other in the order named. " This adop- 
tion of the tri-color." says the Standard, 
" enables the French and Russian Hags 
to appear as identical during the Czar's 
visit to Franco. On the vessels of 
the navy and on royal houses 
the old flags will not be changed." 

A despatch to the Globe from Shang- 
hai this afternoon saya it is believed 
there that the despatch of a Russian 
squadron to Shanghai will be the first 
result of an agreement between Li Hung 
Chang and Russia, which is viewed with 
anxiety and suspicion in Japan. China, 
it is added, is preparing docks and work- 
shops at Port Arthur and storing there 
vast quantities of coal. 

A Marseilles dispatch to the Daily 
News' says that Miss Katherine B. Era- 
ser, a missionary at Van, has arrived 
there.from London to asai3t Lady Henry 
Somerset in extending aid to the Arme- 
nian refugees. Miss Fraser is from Yar- 
mouth, N. S. 

An unignited bomb, supposed to be of 
dynamite, has been found outside the 
window of the residence of the deputy 
lieutenant of Cork, who recently received 
a menacing letter. The bomb was sent 
to Dublin easflo to be examined. 

It is reported that enough explosive 
known as cordite, to blow up a house, 
was discovered on Monday hidden in the 
hollow of a pillar on Stamford street 
which is inhabited by Russian Hebrews, 
suspected of Nihilism. Tho police are 
actively searching the neighborhood. 

An expresB and an excursion train 
came into collision to-day at March, 
Cambridgeshire, a station of the Great 
Eastern railroad. Both trains were 
wrecked and seventeen persons injured, 
many sustaining serious injuries. 

Sir John Eric Frichsen, who was made 
a baronet in 1895, is dead. 

It is understood here that United 
States capitalists are negotiating with 
the Russian government for the estab- 
lishment of a rapid steamship service 
between San Francisco and Vladivostoek. 
In connection with the above statement 
it is said that a French company is be- 
ing formed, supported by the minister 
of commerce, to run a regular steamship 
service between Dunkirk and Vladivo- 
stoek. 

In consequence of news received at 
Madrid of the spread of the rebellion 
against the Spanish authorities the gov- 
ernment has decided to send 8,000 
troops to the Pbillipine islands. 

Fresh disturbances are reported from 
the island of Crete. A bloody conflict 
h.iB occurred between the Turks and 
Christians at Malevezi. 

Two ironclads and two cruisers have 
been ordered from Toulon to joiu the 
French squadron in the Levant. 

The production of Cymheline last 
night at the Lyceum theatre was chiefly 
notable for a chance offered Mrs. Helen 
Terry to score one of her greatest 
triumphs. Irving's Iachimo accentuat- 
ed, perhaps, the somewhat unduly devil- 
ish malignity of the character. Irving's 
reception was almost deliriously enthu- 
siastic. He promised a revival of 
Richard III, as well as a production of 
Sans Gene.

London, Sept. 23. — A Rome dispatch 
to the Chronicle says that the Pope has 
granted an audience to the Bishop of 
Chicoutimi on electoral and educational 
questions in Canada. 

POVERTY-STRICKEN COMMUNITY. 

Prisoners Released and Police Discharged 
for Lack of Civic Revenue. 

Bellekontainjs, Ohio. Sept. 23.— All 
the city prisoners have been released for 
want of money to pay tho sheriff for 
their keep. The entire police force was 
discharged for the same reason and the 
city is now left without any protection 
whatever, save that of the mayor and 
marshal.

- OCCUPATION OF DONGOLA. 

Flight of Demoralized Dervishes— The Town 
in Possession of Egyptian Forces-A 
Successful Campaign. 

Dongola, Sept. 23. — The Egyptian 
flag was hoisted over Dongola to-day, 
and the dervishes are in full flight and 
are being pursued by gunboats on the 
river and by cavalry on the west bank 
of the Nile. The advance was ordered 
early this morning and the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian force were close upon the dervishes 
before the latter were called to arms, but 
the dervishes were quickly thrown into 
a state of demoralization and fled south- 
ward. They were pursued by gunboats, 
cavalry and camel corps. Several emirs 
of importance were surrounded and a 
number of dervish troopers announced 
their willingness to serve under the 
Egyptian Hag, which was soon after- 
wards formally hoisted over Dongola, 
which is now occupied by tho Anglo- 
Egyptian forces. 

During the pursuit the cavalry 
killed a number of dervishes, and many 
others threw down their arms and sur- 
rendered. Before the pursuit was 
stopped many dervish chiefs had sur- 
rendered and opposition to the advance 
of the Anglo-Egyptian force in this part 
of tho country had entirely collapsed. 
Only five British soldiers were wounded. 
The gunboats did good service. 

The Soudan campaign proper is thus 
brought to a speedy and eminently suc- 
cessful conclusion, and the plans of Sir 
Herbert Kitchener have been carried 
out to the letter with machine-like 
smoothness, reflecting considerable cred- 
it upon all concerned, for the greatest 
of difficulties were encountered, cholera, 
terrible heat, fearful storms and trans- 
portation of supplies and ammunition 
for an army of over 15,000 men over the 
most difficult country imaginable; these 
were steadily overcome and the goal 
which was tho object of the expedition 
has been readied.

NEW APOSTOLIC DELEGATE. 

Archbishop Martinelli— His Personal Appear- 
ance—He Visited the United States 
Several Years Ago. 

Dublin, Sept. 23.— Archbishop Mar- 
tinelli, the newly appointed apostolic 
delegate from the Holy See to the United 
States, is now on his way to his new 
post of duty. The new delegate, who 
was invested by Cardinal Rampolla as 
titular archbishop of Ephesue on August 
24 last, and at the same time received 
his commission as papal delegate, has an 
agreeable presence and looks younger 
than his real age, which is 40 
years. The distinguished pre- 
late is of dark complexion, med- 
ium height and thoroughly Italian in 
appearance; a manner pleasant and cor- 
dial, though grave. The archbishop 
manifests the keeuest interest in all 
things American, to which he iB not, 
however, altogether a stranger, as he 
paid a visit to the United States two or 
three years ago as prior general of the 
Augustinian monks, and in the interests 
of that order he inspected a number of 
Augustinian bodies in the United States. 
" I am unable to say," said Archbishop 
Martinelli, " as to the length of my stay 
in the United States. I go as any other 
delegate, except in the case of a tempo- 
rary and express mission. I am to be 
there at the disposal of the Holy Father; 
there is no fixed term of office for a 
delegate." 

THE PRAIRIE CAPITAL. 

Enthusiastic Welcome Extended to Arch- 
bishop Langevin— The Massey-Harris 
( Co. in Australia. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 23. — (Special; — Arch- 
bishop Langevin received an enthusias- 
tic welcome on his return to St. Boniface 
to-day. 

T. J. Mc Bride, assistant general man- 
ager of the Massey-Harris Co. of Toronto, 
is in the city with Mrs. McBride. They 
proceed on Saturday to the Coast where 
they will take the steamer on October 7 
for Australia. Mr. McBride's mission to 
Australia is to inspect the branches of 
the Massey Co. there and to open new 
ones.

" GENTLEMAN JIM." 

Pugilist Corbett Arrested for Arranging a 
Prize Fight in New York. 

New York, Sept. 23.— James J. Cor- 
bett was arrested to-day in Asbury 
Park, N.J , charged with arranging a 
prize fight in this city. He was held in 
$1,000 bail to await requisition papers 
from New York. He was most indignant 
at his arrest, and said that he did not 
believe Governor Morton would sign the 
necessary papers. Later, however, Cor- 
bett agreed to come to this city on 
Saturday, and he was released on bail. 

IRON MILLS SHUT DOWN. 

An Extensive Concern Near St. John's, 
Newfoundland, Suspends for Lack 
1 of a Market. 

St. John's, Nfld., Sept. 23.— Intelli- 
gence was received here to-day that a 
Canadian company owning extensive 
iron mills at Bell island, near St. John's, 
has been compelled to suspend opera- 
tions for a year because the American 
financial depression renders it impos- 
sible to find a market for the product in 
the United States. About 300 men are 
thrown out of employment.

Ottawa, Sept. 23.— Replying to Hon. 
Mr. Macdonald, Sir Oliver said it was 
the intention of the government to till 
the vacant British Columbia judgeship 
in a few days. He could not say that 
any person had been selected to fill the 
position. 

Senator Macdonald was glad to hear 
that reply. He had put in tho question 
because he saw rumors' in the news- 
papers that a gentleman (Mr. Martin) 
had been appointed to fill the position. 
He hoped tho government in all fair 
play and justice would not do what 
these rumors saiil had been done. The 
government had appointed a number of 
Queen's counsel for British Columbia, 
and if none were tit to be appointed to 
a judgeship they should never have been 
Queen's counsel. He trusted the gov- 
ernment would not appoint a man who 
was really not a lawyer and who had 
been discredited in his own province. 
That gentleman had caused a great deal 
of trouble in the country and was the 
author of all the trouble in Manitoba and 
the large expense it had involved. To 
dump a man like that on British Colum- 
bia would be an outrage, and if it was 
done the government would not hear 
the last of it for many years. 

Sir Oliver Mowat could not assume to 
know to whom Mr. Macdonald referred, 
but at all events it was plain from what 
had been said the person reierred to 
was a man of ability and energy, two 
valuable qualities in a judge. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell supposed that 
Sir Oliver Mowat was aware that his col- 
leagues had been sounding the British 
Columbia members in the lower 
house to find out whether they 
would acquiesce in tho appoint- 
ment of the gentleman referred 
to and that there had been some kick- 
ing against the dumping of that gentle- 

an on the British Columbia bench. 
He invited Sir Oliver to say whether the 
earnest solicitations of his colleagues to 
induce the British Columbia members 
to accept the appointment had been suc- 
cessful. 

Sir Oliver Mowat was not aware of 
any solicitations on the part of his col- 
leagues to accept the gentleman referred 
to or anyone else. 

The matter then dropped. 

In the House of CommonB, Hon. Mr. 
Foster's amendment asking for a defini- 
tion of the principles upon which the 
government proposed to revise the tariff 
was negatived by 113 to 70. All the 
PatronB and Independents voted with 
the government. The memberB then 
sang "God Save the Queen." 

Hon. Mr. Laurier said he was not yet 
in a position to indicate who would be 
the Minister of the Interior. A delay of 
a few dayB or a few weeks would yet take 
place. 

The Senate divorce committee to-day 
threw out the application for divorce 
of a Toronto painter named Pointon. It 
seems that for years Pointon has been 
living in adultery in Toronto. 

George A. Case, a Toronto real estate 
man, is here. He takes great exception 
to certain statements made by Mr. Bos- 
tock, M. P., in the house last week re- 
garding the prospectus of the Palo Alto 
and NeBt Egg mining companies, which 
were recently placed before Ontario in- 
vestors.

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Fog at Vancouver Unprecedented- 
Smelter Will Not Be Built 
Within the City Limits. 

Demand for Mining Stocks— Music 
Hall License For the Ter- 
minal City. 



(Special to the Colomist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Sept. 23.— Between early 
morning and noon to-dny the fog was 
denser in the city and inlet than on any 
Other occasion in the history of the cityi 
When the fog was densest the features of 
a friend could not be distinguished six 
feet away, and could not be seen at a dis- 
tance of fourteen feet. The dense fog 
reached the highest point in the city, 
which has never happened before. 

Mr. Campion, secretary of the B. C. 
Iron Works, in reference to the rumor 
that the company were to move their 
plant to Victoria, Btated that a letter 
had been received from a party in Vic- 
toria asking the company it they would 
remove their plant to Victoria and on 
what terms. 

It is said that owing to the fumes 
which would rise from the projected 
Vancouver smelter it will not be built 
within the city limits, as these fumes are 
objectionable for live miles at least. 
According to the city charter the corpor- 
ation cannot bonus an undertaking 
carried on outside the city, and the 
bonus, if any, would have to be secured 
from the municipality interested. Mr. 
Heinze, Mr. Busk of San Francisco, and 
a Scotch firm are said to be figuring on 
the smelter. 

The bachelors of Gypswich held a 
banquet last evening for the purpose of 
" seuding off " two of their number, Mr. 
E. J. Coyle, for a number of years assist- 
and district passenger agent here, and 
Mr. T. W. Goulding, of the C. P. R. tel- 
egraph department. Mr. (Joyle will 
take charge of the Portland office of the 
C. P. R. vice Mr. Cameron, and will ho 
succeeded her,e by Mr. C. Mouat ; and 
Sir. Goulding goes to Nelson to take 
charge of the company's telegiaph ser- 
vice in that town. 

On September 17th, while crossing the 
ocean from Liverpool to Montreal, the 
death of Mrs. Adam Brown, mother of 
Mr. G. McL. Brown and Mr. H. K. 
Brown, of this city, occurred. The 
deceased was in her 07th year and was a 
resident of Hamilton, having gone to 
England on a trip for her health. 

The city council have at last consented 
to grant a music hall license for Van- 
couver. Only one will be granted and 
the successful candidate must pay $250 
for the privilege. The only females al- 
lowed in the building will be the per- 
formers. The management will only be 
allowed to sell liquor from 6 to 11 -iSO in 
the evening. Those of the councilmen 
formerly opposed to granting the license 
wore induced to give their consent to 
this from the fact that a large amount 
of money was being diverted to other 
cities on account of there being no 
music hall in Vancouver. 

Additional complaints have been made 
against Chief of Police Ward and the 
aldermen are divided in their opinions 
on the matter. 

There is every probability that a 
cannery will be erected on the shores of 
English bay, and this fact has caused a 
great deal of opposition from those who 
are interested in keeping the English 
bay bathing grounds as a summer resort 
for the women and children of Van- 
couver. 

City Solicitor Hammersley has noti- 
fied the council that they would establish 
a dangerous precedent should they sign 
the anti-Mongolian petition presented to 
them. 

During carnival week it is said that 
over a ton of samples of gold bearing ore 
was carried away from the different 
mining brokers' offices in small sections 
in the pockets of strangers on a visit to 
the city. This may account in some 
measure for the very large demand for 
stocks held by Vancouver parties from 
outside parties. One company has re- 
fused the sale of 100,000 shares in blocks 
of one and two thousand applied for by 
wire. 

The Total Abstinence Union met last 
night under the auspices of the W.C.T. 
U. President Miss Breeze read a pas- 
sage from Scripture. Rev. Mr. Wilkin- 
son read an address on personal respon- 
sibility and prohibition. Mrs. Brown 
read a paper on stumbling blocks, and 
referred to the habit of treating as one 
of the chief stumbling blocks to a tem- 
perate life. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Sept. 23. — The anti- 
Mongolian meeting at Westminster was 
dismissed after an informal discussion 
owing to the apathy displayed by the 
public and the committee in charge. The 
public will be asked to turn out on 
Thursday evening at the city hall. 

Word has been received that Rear Ad- 
miral Palliser will be unable to spare 
any of Her Majesty's ships to be present 
at Westminster during exhibition week. 

The city clerk, Westminster, has been 
requested to ask Mr. Morrison, M.F., to 
bring to the attention of the government 
the present inadequate means for the 
proper care of sick and destitute Indians. 

Mr. John Shorter, Pitt Meadows, is 
dangerously ill at Royal Columbian hos- 
pital. 

KASLO. 
(From tho Kootenaian.) 

The Whitewater mine, from recent 
developments, bids fair to become the 
Slocan Star's greatest rival in point of 
value and ore producing capacity. " I 
consider that tho mine haa doubled in 
value in the last ten days," said J. C. 
Eaton. 

Hugh Mann, of Sandon, has recently 
sold the Carnation, on tho mountain 
above tho Ruth, to the Mitchells of 
Winnipeg, the consideration being $10,- 
500. 

Carl Nelson and the Martin brothers, 
who recently made a big strike on the 
Silver Bell, a South Fork property, 
about ten miles from Kaslo, have just 
refused an offer of $40,000 on a bond, ten 
per cent, down, for the prospect, made 
by a California company. They are go- 
ing ahead with development, every foot 
of which shown the property to bo more 
valuable. They now have about six feet 
of ore which goea better than 200 ounces. 



The ground surrounding is being eager- 
ly gobbled up and claims have been 
staked in one direction, on the supposed 
lead, for two miles. 

The Wild Goose group, including the 
Corinth and several other claims, has 
baen bonded by Evans, Coleman & 
Evans, through McGilvary, for an Eng- 
lish syndicate, who also have the Read 
and Tenderfoot group. The figure was 
$40,000, practically cash. The Black 
Prince, with two feet of free gold quartz, 
was sold on the 14th to Osborne Plunkett, 
for Vancouver parties. Dr. Bell-Irving 
bonded on Thursday the Thompson 
group on Pour-Mile. 

Andrew B. Hendryx, manager of the 
Kootenay Mining and Smelting Com- 
pany, owners of the Pilot Bay smelter 
and the Blue Bell mine, has just exe- 
cuted an order which means that the 
Biuelter will not be operated this fall, at 
least not by his company. 

NELSON. 
(From tho Nelson Tribune.) 

The Home-Payne syndicate has made 
several purchases in the Trout Lake sec- 
tion. It now owns the Broadview, $20.- 
000; Phillipsburg, $0,000; Old Sonoma, 
$9,000; and the Towser and Sunlight, 
$35,000, making a grand total of $70,000. 
With the necessary capital interested 
there can be no reason why the district 
Bhould not come to the front. 

The stockholders in the Cariboo mine 
in Yale have been paid a dividend of 
$10,000, which iB two cents a share on 
the capital stock of $800,000. Dividends 
are paid regularly about every two 
months, this one having been declared 
September 7. This makes in all about, 
$111,000 paid, and between $60,000 and 
$70,000 since the lirst of January. 

Tho big legal fight between the respec- 
tive ownerH of the Payne mine, in the 
Slocan, which has been before Justice 
McCreight for the past two weeks, was 
disposed of on Friday evening. Justice 
McCreight issued a decree for tho sale of 
the mine, and ordered an account before 
deputy registrar Gifiin, who will also ar 
range the termB, conditions, and time of 
sale of the mine. 

Work has tieen resumed on the Free 
Coinage and Jeff Davis on Champion 
creek. 

Paul Johnson, superintendent of the 
Hall Mines smelter, while in Spokane 
said that a crusher, a 12-drill compressor 
and two boilers — each 80 horsepower — 
will be put in at the mine. The new 
reverbatory furnaces now being put in 
position, will increase the capacity of 
the smelter to 350 tons a day. Up to 
date the smelter has, since it started up 
a few months ago, produced 500,000 
ounces . of silver, 2,000,000 pounds of 
copper and 200 ounces of gold. 

A". B. Fenwick, a tinner and hunter of 
Fort Steele, has just received £150 from 
an Irish gentleman named Flower, by 
winning a suit for breach of contract, 
which the hunter brought against the 
Irish sportsman. Mr. Flower engaged 
Fenwick to lead a hunting expedition 
during September, 1895. Fenwick in 
consequence made elaborate prepara- 
tions; hiring horses, wagons, cowboys 
and cooks. Flower failed to leave Eng- 
land, and also failed to notify Fenwick 
that the trip had been abandoned. 

B. C. Riblet, who has charge of the 
tramway and concentrator to be built 
for the Noble Five Mining Company, is 
in Denver, and will probably oitend his 
trip East, to investigate tho tramway 
and concentrator scheme and to decide 
upon the best plant to purchase. 

(From the Nelson Miner.) 
Mr. Clive Phillipps Wolley, provincial 
sanitary inspector, arrived in town on 
Tuesday, and began at ouee putting the 
regulations of tho board of health in 
force. He has commenced repairing the 
Ward creek flume and is recommending 
the government to replace the present 
structure by a proper drain of earthen- 
ware pipes. Several summonses against 
householders have been issued for 
breaches of the sanitary regulations. 

BOUNDARY CREEK. 
(From the Boundary Creek Times.) 

C. H. Brown began ' stripping the 
Clifton ledge on Wednesday, and a shaft 
is ahout to be sunk on the claim. 

Preparations for the commencement 
of work on the Mother Lode, are made, 
and sinking will commence at once. 

The engineers surveying the location 
of a proposed railway line between the 
coast and Rossland, passed through thiB 
week, going in the direction oi Long 
lake towards Pass creek. One of the 
party is reported to have stated that all 
tho necessary capital for the undertaking 
has been subscribed and that active con- 
struction will commence next spring. 

The Great Hope, located by Hurry 
Nash about a mile on this side of the 
Stemwinder camp, is promising-looking. 

Several representatives of capital have 
been looking at the Winnipeg, and it is 
rumored that negotiations are pending 
between the owner, Mr. Mcintosh, and 
Mr. Hennaee, a wealthy Englishman, 
with a view to its sale. 

In the Big Six, adjoining tho Gem in 
the Wellington camp, the assessment 
work for this season is completed and has 
given results of & very satisfactory char- 
acter. A shaft has been sunk 11 feet on 
the vein and a body of sulphide ore un- 
covered. 

The Big Four is one of the most prom- 
ising of the new strikes on Boundary 
creek. The discovery was made on a big 
iron cap in, the owners eay, a formation 
of granite and porphyry. Considerable 
work is to be done this winter. 

C. L. Thomet and Spencer Bannerman 
have returned from doing assessment 
work on the Big Windy and on the Fre- 
mont, in Providence camp. A new lead 
was found in the Fremont ten inches 
wide. On the first discovered vein, 
which is only from four to six inches 
across, very good ore has been taken out. 
One assay gave $40 in gold and 100 
ounces of silver to the ton. Silver 
» found in the form of silver 
glance, and is also present in galena. 
The ore is pyrrhotite, and nearer the sur- 
face went $12 in gold and 21 ounces in 
silver. 

A 15-foot shaft has been sunk on the 
Argo. The ore is very similar in appear- 
ance to that found on the Helen. Rock 
in the vicinity runs from $15 in gold and 
from 40 ounces in silver to the ton.

No Bargains " to Be Had-Cost of 
Living, and Subjects of That 
Character. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
Rossland, Sept. 17.— The past week 
has been one of great activity in mining 
circles. The excitement is intense, and 
many claims that are believed to be rich 
have been disposed of at high figures 
There is gradually Btealing over this 
camp a feeling that the financial world 
ia about to pour its wealth into the lap 
of RoBBland, and the fortunate holders of 
mining properties are becoming coy of 
speculators and exceedingly hard to deal 
with. Claims which could have been 
purchased a month ago for a few hun 
dred dollars are now held away into the 
thousands. These are claims on which 
practically no work has been done — not 
even the necessary assessment work — 
mere prospects into which one or two 
shots have been fired, with results, to my 
eyes at least, not very flattering. How- 
ever, as the country is on the edge of 
a most tremendous boom, when every- 
thing in the shape of a mine or ledge 
will sell for something, the reluctance of 
prospectors who have passed many 
weary years away from civilization and 
endured hardships of the most trying 
character, is natural. 

A prospector is a suspicious being. 
The nature of his avocation makes him 
such. For years he has led a hermit- 
like existence ; illy-clad and worse fed; 
exposed to the heat of summer and the 
intense cold of winter; he has acquired a 
distaste for society which it will require 
years of prosperity and association with 
his fellows to eradicate. Jack ashore is 
an unsophisticated, trusting creature, 
whom every bad person plunders. The 
prospector who suddenly finds himself 
transported from the solitude of a forest 
to the bustle of the city is no man's 
fool. If he errs at all, it ia 
in his determination to confide 
in no one. Those speculators who came 
early here picked up bargains. Those 
who may come later will find that there 
is no bargain counter in or about Ross- 
land. I have an instance in my mind 
as I write. On Monday a claim which 
had just developed into a shipping pro- 
perty was offered here at $100,000. 
To-day word was received from 
Toronto that a sufficient sum had been 
secured through the sale of stock to 
place ample capital at the disposal of 
the com pan}'. The price of the claim 
has been advanced to $L'50,000 to-day. 

The praiseworthy efforts of the Chief 
Justice to have the poivder magazine re- 
moved from the neighborhood of Nelson 
meet with much sympathy here, 
where there are no fewer than 
three of those dangerous storages 
within half a mile of the town. 
The town is within reasonable diatance 
of a catastrophe; any careless person 
might cause au explosion. Any evil 
disposed person might bring destruction 
upon th« inhabitants by firing either of 
the magazines. The other morning a 
pas3er-by reported that the door of one 
of these storehouses had been broken 
open over night. An examination show- 
ed that burglars had visited the premises 
and carted off several boxes of the ex- 
plosives. Juat imagine what might have 
happened if tho rascals had dropped one 
of the cases. The town would have been 
laid in ruins and scores of inhabitants 
killed. The people are literally sleeping 
over a mine; nevertheless tho town con- 
tinues to grow with a rapidity unparal- 
leled (people say) since the days of 
old — the days of gold — the days 
of " "49." I walked up to the 
War Eagle mine, from which I had a 
grand view of Rossland. At least one 
hundred buildings are in course of con- 
struction on the townsite, and more 
would be under way if materials could 
be had. The " oldest inhabitant " (who 
is generally a youth with an adolescent 
moustache ) never tires of telling you that 
he came to Rossland when there was 
only one house, and with a sweep of his 
arm lie addn, " Look at it now— soon to 
be another 'Frieeo." 

The cost of living is very light. Cloth- 
ing, dry goods, provisions and — and — 
(shall I say it?) — whiskey, are retailed as 
cheaply as at Victoria. Competition is 
keen, and although business is lively, 
merchants seem to be content with small 
profits and quick returns. The odious 
credit system has made its appearanco 
even in this young community, and 
already I hear merchants complain that 
they collect accounts with difficulty. 

Several representatives of Fnglish 
and Canadian capitalists are in town, 
and negotiations for mining properties 
of greater or less merit are reported. 

SWEPT BY (iALES. 

The Ccastsi of the United Kingdom Visited 
by Terrific Storms. 

London Sept. 2,'}.— A terrific gale 
swept over this city and the coasts of 
tho United Kingdom. The storm broke 
yesterday evening and lasted all night 
long, playing havoc with the trees in 
London parka, causing a great amount 
of damage among the coasting and fish- 
ing craft. Tho loss of life, however, is 
reported to be slight. The Red Star 
line steamship Rbynland, Oapt. Bynon, 
from Philadelphia September 12 for 
Liverpool, arrived at Queenstown this 
morning and reported passing through 
the full force of the gale yesterday. 
Heavy seas swept over her and Hooded 
her deck house and state rooms. The 
mail bo.it running between Calais and 
Dover was badly damaged by the storm.

DYNAMITE AT LSADVILLE. 

Striking miners Attempt to Blow up Mining 
Properties— Several Lives Lost. 

Leadville, Col., Sept. 23. — Tho bloody 
phaBe of the great miners' strike haB 
come. Three men are known to be dead, 
two others dying, the Coronado shaft 
house and machinery in ashes, and four 
innocent householders homeless, aB the 
result of an attack by parties unknown 
upon the Coronado and Emtuett mines, 
in the dark hours of the early morning 
of Monday. The first attack "was made 
upon the Coronado, which is in the city. 
The shaft house was built on a large 
embankment, enclosed by logs and ma- 
chinery, 50 feet, above the street level. 
A heavy plank barricade was erected 
around the machinery and Bliaft house 
when the mine resumed operations last 
month, and the house was well stocked 
with provisions, Winchesters and am- 
munition. Beyond the assaults of work- 
ingmen seen coming from the mine at 
different times no overt act of violence 
had been attempted against this mine 
until 1 o'clock Monday morning, when 
a few bullets struck the barricade and 
the men on guard prepared for action. 
Judging from the sounds tho tiring came 
from the east. Suddenly, after twenty- 
five minutes' firing, a sheet of flame 
burst out followed by a terrible detona- 
tion, the attacking party using dyna- 
mite. 

It was evident an attempt was being 
made to lire the property, the last engine 
house with several tanks of fuel oil, and 
the attack was concentrated at this 
point. There was a sheet of flame and 
a sputtering aB though of powder, and 
the engine room was in flames. A few 
moments later and the clang of lire 
engines was heard coming up street, but 
it was not for them to save the Coronado 
— it was marked ' for destruction 
and armed men held the fire- 
men at bay. But in spite of 
every effort four dwellings on East 
Eighth street were destroyed. but 
mo^e terrible even than the holocaust 
of flames, was the loss of life. Jerry 
O'Keefe, foreman of hose No. 2, was 
turning on water when a bullet entered 
his side. He was mortally wounded, 
dying in the hospital. An unknown 
man was taken to 012 East Eighth 
street dead, blown to pieces by dyna- 
mite. An unknown man was mortally 
wounded by dynamite. John Mahoney, 
a miner, ;.t the Big Four, who was near 
Emmett, was shot in the stomach and 
died in the arms of his companions. 
One of the men who brought the report 
had his clothes nearly all torn oil'. 

At 3:110 a.m. an attack was made on 
the Emmett mine. There were over 100 
shots fired, but a telephone message 
from the mine states that the attack was 
repulsed and that no lives are known to 
have been lost and no damage to pro- 
perty resulted. The strike began on the 
10th of June, therefore it enters upon a 
fourth month. It has paralyzed business 
and caused hunger and suffering to hun- 
dreds of families. It has cut down the 
mineral output of the camp more than 
one-half. The bloody battle is believed 
to be the desperate one of the radical 
element of the strikers to force a stop- 
page of all mines that are not paying the 
increased scale of wages demanded by 
the Uliio.l. 

It is generally believed that the men 
who fired the Coronado shaft and who 
attacked the Emmett mine but who 
were repulsed, fled to the mountains 
and will he seen no more. They are 
said to be miners from the Coeur D'Al- 
eue country who were engaged in the 
riots there several years ago. it looks 
as if the backbone of the strike were 
broken and the outbieak of violence 
this morning was the final demonstra- 
tion of the lawless element. 

Licadville, Colo., Sept. 23. — The city 
council held a specie,] sitting yesterday 
at which many citizens appeared and 
asked that all vagrants and suspicions 
characters he driver, from the city. The 
council postponed action until its regu- 
lar session last evening when it decided 
not to take such action, but instead to 
ask the governor to proclaim martial 
law at once ami the request was officially 
made. There are grave fears that un- 
less martial law be at once declared seri- 
ous acts of violence will occur. The dis- 
agreement between employing bakers 
and the bakers' union yesterday came 
near resulting in a declaration of a boy- 
cott against the militia. After a stormy 
meeting of the union last night, however, 
they decided to furnish the troops with 
bread. 

General Brooks, in command of the 
Colorado National Guard, declared mar- 
tial law in this city at' three o'clock this 
afternoon. He has ordered a military 
court to meet to investigate the assaults 
of armed forces upon tho Coronado and 
the Emmett mines early on Monday 
morning.

LIGHT AT LAST. 

In an editorial on the St. Charles 
Street Drain the Times guys: "The 
whole scheme from beginning to end is 
the work of the city engineer." 

The beginning so far as is shown by 
the reports of the Council proceedings is 
tho ndoption of a communication by the 
Sewerage Committee to extend the 
drain from where it at present termin- 
ates on St. Charles street to the ditch 
near the Cemetery. The end is the ob- 
jection by the Council to ratify an agree 
ment proposed to be entered into be 
tween the Corporation find the parties 
who were willing to contribute towards 
the expense of constructing the drain 
This agreement, as pointed out by the 
City Engineer, would commit the City 
to a large expenditure should an injunc- 
tion be obtained to prevent the drainage 
being discharged at the spot proposed 

If our contemporary made a few more 
inquiries, with an honest desire to 
rivo at the truth in tho matter, it would 
see that in trying to fasten the odium 
of this absurd scheme on the shoulders 
of the City Engineer it is doing what is 
not justified by the facts. By the way, 
our contemporary forgot to publish the 
City Engineer's letter on the subject, 
that was laid before the Counei 
Monday evening. Was this omission 
accidental? 

We are glad to see, however, that our 
contemporary bus received more light on 
the subject from some source and that it 
agrees with us that, under the eircum 
stances, it is better for the present, at 
any rate, to abandom the scheme. 

THE IMPERIAL VISITORS. 

There are some who think that when 
the Czar of Russia visits Queen Victoria 
both guest and hostess will immediately 
begin to talk politics, and that the prin- 
cipal i|uestion that will be discussed by 
the potentates is, What is to be done 
with the Sultan? Those who are of this 
opinion — and they seem to b e not a few 
— should remember that Emperors, and 
Queens and Princes, in their intercourse 
with each other, aro amenable to the 
same code of good manners as are their 
subjects and fellow citizens. What 
would be insufferably rude and boorish 
among well-bred people of any class, 
should not surely be considered courteous 
and polite in the circle of Royalty. What 
would be thought of Smith if, when Jones 
at his invitation paid bin) a visit, he be- 
gan to bore his visitor with business as 
soon as he had entered his doors. Under 
such circumstances business would be 
the last thing thought of or spoken about 
by tho host. His sole object would be 
to make his guest comfortable and to 
entertain him in such a way that Jones 
would, while his visit lasted, forget that 
there was such a thing us business in the 
world. 

It is not to bo supposed that Queen 
Victoria and the Prince of Wales will be 
less polite, less considerate and Wbb hos- 
pitable than plain John Smith is ex- 
pected to be. This is not oven to he 
imagined. Everything that kindness, 
delicate courtesy and the most cordial 
hospitality can do to make the Czar's 
visit to England pleasant to him 
will bo done by Her Majesty and 
by every one whom she can 
influence. Nothing will be wilfully said 
or done that can cause the young Em- 
peror the slightest annoyance. It is 
safe to take it for granted that if the 
Sultan and his affairs are discussed at 
Balmoral it will be tho Emperor who 
will broach the subject, and the conver- 
sation will he continued only so far and 



FOOLISH AS WELL AS CRIMINAL. 

The stiikers at Leadville have been 
acting in a way that will be certain to do 
injury to the cause of Labor. To attack 
their fellow workmen with firearms be- 
cause they chose to work for lower wages 
than they considered right, to murder 
several of them, to burn down buildings 
and to destroy other property, will be 
certain to have the effect of causing 
people who sympathised with them to re- 
gard them with dislike and fear. 
It was, to say the very least, not 
wise of them to exchange 'sympathy 
and goodwill for terror and hatred. The 
men who committed tho outrages at 
Coronado and Emmet aie regarded by 
law-abiding citizens as enemies of the 
public welfare, as criminals who must be 
put out of the way of doing harm at any 
cost. This change in the estimate of 
them by their fellow-citizens will bo felt 
by the most reckless and the most hard- 
ened of the rioters. Men on strike need 
the good opinion and the sympathy 
of the public even more than men 
who keep steadily at work and 
are not engaged in a contest 
with their employers. Strikers before 
now have been made to feel that it was 
a very serious matter and most injurious 
to their cause to lose the good opinion 
and the sympathy of the general public, 
and the Leadville strikers, if we do not 
greatly mistake, will before long have 
the same very unpleasant and most dis- 
couraging experience. 

A PROFESSIONAL OPINION. 



It would be a hopeless task to attempt 
to convince our valued correspondent 
Mr. Grcig that there is any virtue in 
vaccination, but there are others, open 
to conviction, who would like to eee the 
conclusions to which the Royal Commis- 
sion on vaccination arrived. From a 
summary of their report contained in 
the British Medical Journal of August 
23, we reproduce the following passage: 
Summing up the evidence bearing 
upon the question of the protective value 
of vaccination, the Commissioners come 
to the following conclusions : That the 
period which immediately followed the 
introduction of the practice of vac- 
cination was characterised in all 
countries in which tho practice 
prevailed by a marked though irregular 
diminution of smallpox mortality, and 
that this diminution of mortality when 
compared with the century preceding 
vaccination, lias continued in those 
countries up to the present time— that 
there baa been in the United Kingdom a 
remarkable change in the acre of the in- 
cidence of smallpox. This change in the 
age of the incidence appears on the 
whole to have become increasingly 
marked as the infantile population came 
to be more completely vaccinated. On 
the other hand, where vaccination has 
been neglected or practically abandoned, 
a smallpox epidemic has been character- 
ized by a very large mortality among 
children, when compared with the mor- 
tality exhibited in a well-vaccinated 
place visited by an epidemic of the same 
disease. The Commissioners further 
state that there is strong evidence 
that, when the attacks of smallpox 
occur the mortality is far less in the case 
of the vaccinated than of the unvacci- 
nated, and that this difference is much 
more marked in the first two years of 
life than at a later period. They also 
notice that the same classes of vaccinated 
md unvaccinated persons which display 
when attacked by smallpox so marked a 
contrast in the fatality of the disease 
manifest a contrast no leeB marked in 
the type of the disease from which they 
sull'er viewed in relation to its severity 
or mildness. 

These are the conclusions at which 
the Commission arrived. After having 
heard the evidence of hundreds, many of 
whom were opposed to vaccination, and 
after inquiring closely and impartially 
into .the history of the epidemic in all 
the places which Mr. Greig has named 
and many others; after having 
weighed tho testimony for and against 
vaccination, the Commissioners came to 
the conclusion " that it diminished the 
ability to be attacked by the disease. 
That it modifies tho character of tho 
disease and renders it less fatal and of a 
milder and less Bevere type. That the 
protection it alibrds is greatest during 
the years immediately succeeding the 
operation of vaccination." 

The Commissioners say ''it is hoped 
that our report will stimulate belief in 
the efficacy of vaccination," and th 
Medical Journal says of the Report 
' A more complete and deeply reasoned 
argument, fortified by great wealth of 
illustration in favor of vaccination not 
only as a preventive, but as the pre 
ventive of smallpox, was never 
penned." It seems to us that 
tho British Medical Journal is as 
well qualified to judge of the nature of 
the report and of the efficacy of vac- 
cination aa our correspondent, well-in- 
formed on the subject as he undoubted- 
ly is. The subject is important, and as 
very few have tho opportunity of study- 
ing it for themselves they must neces- 
sarily look to some authority for infor- 
mation and advice. Tho question to 
thsm is, what authority shall they con- 
sult and depend upon? The answer is, 
the best authority. When anyone wants 
authoritative advice as to how he shall 
preaorve his health or restore it, he. does 
not apply to even the best informed of 
his unprofessional neighbors. He ap- 



plies to a medical man. This is what 
anyone who has doubts as to the effica- 
cy of vaccination should do. 

VERY LEAR FOES. 

Not very long ago Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Arthur Balfour were in the political 
uena at dagger's points. Mr. Gladstone 
was leader of the Opposition and Mr, 
Balfour was Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
The Home Rule contest was a hot and a 
bitter one and it might be supposed that 
if Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Balfour are 
friends before it began they would be 
completely estranged years previous to 
Mr. Gladstone's retirement from politi 
cal life. But it seems thatjthese two lead- 
ing men, though politically opposed, 
cherished towards each other friendly 
feelings all through the contest. 
And now that Mr. Gladstone is no 
longer in the field the old kindly 
relations are resumed. Mr. Balfour 
visits Mr. Gladstone at Hawarden and 
ia no doubt a welcome as well as an 
honored guest. The Times commenting 
on the visit of Mr. Balfour to his former 
antagonist says : 

It is only on rare and unhappy occa- 
sions that our political differences in 
England are carried so far as to injure 
the intercourse of social life. No such 
gulf separates Whig from Tory, Radica 
from Conservative, as that which in 
Bonie other and less favored countries 
makes it impossible for a Royalist to 
meet a Republican, and even keeps the 
Extreme Left from knowing the Left 
Centre at home. In ordinary times, 
when there is no Home Rule oi 
other crisis to strain friendship to th< 
breaking point, we carry our socia 
amenities eo far as to lead foreigners 
sometimes to ask whether English poll 
tic's are not altogether unreal. We knov 
Tery' well that they are not, and that 
party loyalty is kept, by a common an 
Universal understanding, quite distinct 
from private friendship,. It is true that 
the venerable occupant of Hawarden is 
no longer in active politics; it is true 
that some of Mr. Balfour's closest friends 
have been, from the days when he first 
entered Parliament, chosen from among 
the telatives and the personal entour- 
age of Mr. Gladstone. If in th 
years between 1S85 and 18U4 the per- 
sonal intercourse between Mr. Balfour 
and the active and aggressive ( leader of 
the Home Rule paj-ty was practically 
auspendod, that was inevitable for the 
time; but, now that the controversy is 
laid to rest and Mr. Gladstone has with- 
drawn to his library and his garden, the 
reason for the separation exists _ 
longer. There are no longer any political 
chasms and precipices to divide 
the two. They may meet 
ground that is common to them 
— the commentator on Bishop Butler 
may welcome, not only the friend of his 
family, but the author of " The Foun ' 
tions of Belief." Politics, it is sn 
have lost much of their interest for Mr. 
Gladstone, but ho remains fhe theolo- 
gian, the dialectician, that he has been 
from the days of his first book. And we 
suspect that what chiefly interests him 
now in Mr. Balfour is not the acute par 
liamentary debater, still less the admin- 
istrator and the proposer of laws, but 
the man who strives to find, through 
modern science, a way back to ortho- 
doxy in theological opinion.

Both the Vosemite and the Charmer, 
irriving from the Mainland yesterday, 
brought additions to the list of delegates 
for the eleventh annual session of the 
I.O.G.T. Grand Lodge, which has now 
settled down to the work of the conven- 
tion. Among the delayed delegates 
were M. McKee, of Asheroft; D. C. Mc- 
Kenzie, Kamloops; A. R. Oanington, 
Nicola Lake; Rev. A. E.Green and Mrs. 
Green, Ehurne, and S. Gough, Nanaimo, 
who arrived in time for the afternoon 
meeting, and E. B. Pebles and O. Bell 
of Westminster; W. E. A. Thornton, 
Sardis;and E. Freyelle, Agassiz, who 
came over by the Charmer in the even- 
ing. There was little business done in 
either the morning or the "afternoon, 
though the annual report of the Grand 
Chief Templar waa generally discussed. 

In his annual address the Grand Chief 
Templar, Dr. Lewis Hall, took occasion 
to explain that although Chilliwaek was 
lecided upon as the place of the present 
session, by the last Grand Lodge, the 
executive bad deemed it expedient — on 
iccount of the extra expense — to change 
it to Victoria, the birthplace and home 
of Templary in the province. Here it 
was that the first lodge of the I.O.G.T. 
in British Columbia was organized, and 
in the very ball in which the present 
Grand Lodge is convened the first pro- 
vincial Grand Lodge was brought into 
existence in 188(5. 

Referring in detail to the work of the 
year the Grand Chief Templar in his re- 
port notes what has been done 
in the lecture field, chiefly In- 
Major C. A. Bateman, of Kansas, 
who came here by invitation 
toward the close of last May and Hpent 
some time in the province, doing good 
work for the order. The sick and funer- 
al benefit system adopted at the last 
Grand Lodge session is said to have 
worked most, unsatisfactorily, chiefly on 
aceoantof lack of interest in it — and con- 
sequent lack of patronage — by the very 
members who were most enthusiastic in 
urging its adoption. As one means of 
popularizing the plan it is suggested 
that the applications Jof all wishing to 
join be received during the present ses- 
sion, arrangements having been made 
by which they may take the medical ex- 
amination free of all charge. Though 
hampered considerably by lack of funds, 
the year opening with a debt upon 
the shoulders of the Grand Lodge 
officers, good progross has been make in 
the juvenile work particularly, several 
new temples having been organized and 
that at Wellington ranking among those 
obtaining rolls of honor. Oiks adult 
lodge has also been formed ami one ex- 
isting lodge reorganized. 

Pointing out the lessons to be drawn 
from the teachings of experience, the 
G.C.T. recommends that a by-law be 
adopted stating the fees and other 
charges specifically where members are 
paving direct to the Grand Lodge; that 
the fee for charter and supplies for a 
subordinate lodge be reduced from $12 
to $8; that when in future a lecturer 
is employed by the Grand Lodge, that 
lecturer shall have taken the juvenile 
pledge and still maintained it; and, 
finally, that a committee be appointed 
to formulate a plan by which sub- 
ordinate lodges shall obtain increased 
representation in the Grand Lodge 
without additional expense being en- 
tailed upon the iatter body. The dis- 
trict lodges, the report states, have dur- 
ing the year held but few meetings and 
practically accomplished nothing. In 
the opinion of Dr. Hall, the lodges in 
British Columbia are too scattered for 
the successful working of this system, 
and the district lodge may be regarded 
as a piece of useless machinery. 

As anticipated, the report does not 
omit reference to the recent political

The first steamship to cross the ocean 
was the American-built Savannah, 
which sailed from Savannah, Georgia, 
May 22, 1819.

This 
early misconception of the power and 
utility of steam seems very peculiar in 
these days of ocean greyhounds and their 
regular voyages, but a parallel to it may 
be found to-day in some men's apprecia- 
tion of the value of newspaper advertis- 
ing.

A Tramp Steamer Driftiup; Helpless- 
ly at Sea— The " Strathnevis " 
Case Paralleled. 



The high tide yeatertlny morning 
proved the salvation of the big O.K. 
liner Chittngong, which had grounded 
the previous morning on Ten-Mile Point, 
for as the water flooded the Bhip lilted 
easily untii she floated clear of the rock 
on which her bow had rested. Pilot 
James Christensen, who by request of 
the ship's agents had remained on board 
during the necessary absence of Captain 
Corfleld in town, started for Victoria 
■with the steamer as soon as she was re 
leased, and a short time later dropped 
anchor off the outer wharf . There the 
vessel still lies pending the receipt of in- 
structions from the owners as to whether 
or not she will enter dock. Divers made 
a survey of her injuries yesterday and 
found tliem to be considerably less than 
had been expected and affecting only the 
forward water-tight compartment. Here 
she is weeping — that is taking in water 
by the drop. Several rivets fastening 
the outward plates on the steamer's hot 
torn had been started, but apart from 
this, and a possible few dints, no damage 
■was reported. In freeing the vessel from 
the rocks Agent Lough and Captain Cor 
field botli displayed clearheadedness, 
and their immediate shifting of as much 
heavy cargo as possible aft proved the 
right tiling to do at the right time. Cap- 
tain Hughes, whose position Captain 
Corfleld was temporarily filling at the 
time of the accident, has resigned com 
maud of the ship, having arranged to 
leave tlie vessel at Portland. The steamer 
is now to be commanded by Captain 
Grenfel, who arrived from England last 
evening. 

" STRATHNEVIS " ACClDFNr PAKAI/I'EI.ED 

An accident at sea paralleling in some 
respects the memorable Strathnevis case 
of a year or so ago, is reported from San 
Francisco. The unlucky vessel this time 
is the British tramp steamer Linlithgow, 
■which left San Ersncisco for Leithon the 
1st July last, and which when last heard 
from was drifting with the equatorial 
current to the westward at the rate of 
from twenty to forty miles a day. On 
August 11 at 9 a.m., the ship's tail shaft 
broke in the tube and it was found im- 
possible to repair the damage. The 
tube was shut off and the pro- 
peller remained attached. In two 
days after the accident the 
ship had drifted forty miles and was in 
latitude 6 degrees 12 minutes north, 
longitude 10S.2 west. It was decided 
that an attempt should be made to carry 
the news of the ship's unfortunate con 
dition to land, and volunteers to make 
the dangerous trip were called for. 
Archibald Zall, first officer, and a crow 
of five volunteered. The 2-i-foot lifeboat 
was lowered and tiie six brave seamen 
started out to Acapulco, a distance of 
820 miles, though the chances were, 
owing to the storms that blow in that 
region at this season of the year, 
that they would not reach land alive. 
For four days they had fine weather and 
made 113 mileB, but after that squalls 
broke over them and they encountered 
bad weather. They finally reached 
Acapulco at 10 a.m. on the 29th, having 
sailed 916 mileB in sixteen days. There 
was no English Consul at Acapulco and 
the sailors were taken charire of by the 
American consul, Edgar Battles, who 
clothed and fed them. So far as known 
fi0 yessel has been in search of the 
Linlithgow, which may yet, like the 
Strathnevis running .for an American 
line, have to depend on some British 
vessel for rescue. As will be remem- 
bered in the case of the Strathuevis three 
British ships put out in search, but not 
one American. 

TUGS FOB MAGELLAN STUAITS. 

A Chilean syndicate is reported to be 
preparing for a service of Pteam tugs to 
tow sailing vessels through the Straits of 
Magellan. Tugs for the service would 
have to be sufficiently powerful to pick 
up ships well out at sea and to tow them 
through the straits to a good oiling on 
the other side, says a marine journal. It 
was also believed that there would be no 
towing to the eastward through the 
straits, as ships coming down the CoaHt 
would rarely get close enough to Cape 
Pillar to be picked up as there are gen- 
erally fair winds. Another great disad- 
vantage would be the price of coal. 
Every captain spoken to favored the idea 
of utilizing the passage through the 
straits when bound westward if it could 
be accomplished. 

THE " DHUHUOCK '' REPORTED. 

News was yesterday received indirectly 
of the British ship Drumrock, now over- 
due here from London, Eng. She was 
in company with the schooner Pilot, of 
Port Towrisend, on the latter's home- 
ward bound voyage after taking a load 
of halibut to San Francisco, and the two 
parting about seventy miles southwest 
of Cape Flattery. The Pilot was passed 
in the Straits by the tug Wanderer, 
which brought tho news to Victoria, and 
the Drumrock may be looked for almost 
at any time now. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Navigation was not seriously inter- 
fered with by yesterday's fog, and by 
noon the Yosemite reached port from 
the Eraser. The Charmer, having re- 
mained over a trip in Vancouver, got in 
on time last evening, while tho Empress 
of India, detained over night in English 
bay, was able to make Vancouver in 
good time.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON. 

His Address to the Commercial Travellers' 

Sound Money League of New Vork. 
4 

New York, Sept. 23.— General Harri- 
son was one of the speakers at yester- 
day's noonday meeting of the Commer- 
cial Travellers' Sound Money League. 
Col. Frederick D, Grant, son of the late 
president, presided. General 'Harrison, 
whose coming to the city was to take 
part in the presentation yesterday of a 
silver service to the battleship Indiana, 
said : 

" My Fellow Citizens and Members oi 
the Commercial Travellers' Sound 
Money League: " I am glad to see that 
this campaign, which involves the busi- 
ness interests, which involves your in- 
terests, has aroused you and you are not 
here to represent any selliah interests. 
You are anxious that the farmer of the 
West shall get good prices for his pro- 
duct and not, by falBe doctrines, trying 
to mislead anyone, ft is a mischievous, 
not to say a dangerous thing, for any- 
one to go about the country attempting 
to divide the American people into 
classes. New York, with all its exten- 
sive business and all its capital, could 
not be prosperous unless the West is 
prosperous. 

" You sell by weights and measures, 
and the same eentence of the constitu- 
tion which fixes the values of coins fixes 
the standard of weights and measures. 
What then, to commerce, is the first 
requisite hut a fixed and firm amount of 
measure? Who would cut down the 
length of a yard-stick, or tho cubic con- 
tents of a bushel? Even a Chicago cru- 
sader would not advocate the shortening 
of the length of a yard-stick or the cubic 
contents of a bushel. The moral sense 
of our people, their public and national 
honor, makes the thing, in my judg- 
ment, absolutely impossible."

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MINISTER TO WASHINGTON. 

The Chinese Military Attache Lately in 
Victoria Will Probably Be Pro- 
moted to the Position. 

Thdrft appears to be a "likelihood, from 
what is beinc said just now in China- 
town, that Wan On Bong, tho military 
iitlauhe who was in Victoria sonie time 
Jiyo awaiting the arrival of Li Hung 
Chang from the East, will be the next 
CI; inese minister to Washington. When 
tho Chinese viceroy reached Vancouver 
Win On Bong was there to meet him 
and, it is understood, requested His Ex 
cellency for Bonieofflco in a foreign conn 
try in the Chinese diplomatic service. 
Li Hung Chang asking whether ho 
would like a position on this continent, 
Wan On Bong replied: 

"Yes; J wish one if I can get it." 

To this Li Hung Chang remarked ! 

" I think I can get you one." 

Now it appears that the term for 
■which Young Yu, the Chinese minister 
at Washington, was appointed will soon 
expire, and though Li Hung Chang, 
like the experienced diplomat ho is, 
made no promises, he gave Wan On 
Bong a letter, which ho instructed him 
to carry to Washington and present to 
Young Yu. Tho Viceroy also wrote to 
Young Yu, telling him to entertain Wan 
On Bong as a guest at the legation until 
he heard from the Viceroy from Peking. 

Wan On Bong is a native of the prov- 
ince of Sun Woi, in China, and from 
what can be learned bus seen distin- 
guished military service. His rank is 
equivalent to that of a major in the 
British army. 

THE RETAIL MARKETS. 

Eggs Are Hic.li and Hard to Get— Fish in 
Plentiful Supply. 

( irocers complain of a lack of trade this 
week and business in their line appears 
to be very quiet. Eggs are particularly 
scarce at present, one grocer remarking 
yesterday that he had half a dozen or- 
ders to All, but not an egg to supply tho 
demand. An almost general rise of live 
cents per dozen has within the last few 
days been made, and, notwithstanding

The Archbishop of Ontario and Bishop of 
Quebec Are at Present in Victoria. 

The Archbishop of Ontario and the 
Bishop of Quebec arrived by the Charm- 
er last night, having taken the oppor- 
tunity after the Bynod of the Ang- 
lican Church of Canada at Winnipeg of 
extending their visit to the Coast. The 
Archbishop of Ontario, with Mrs. Lewis, 
ia staying at the Driard, and the Bishop 
of Quebec, who is accompanied by his 
son, Rev. E. A. Dunn, is the guest of 
Bishop Perrin at Bishopsclose. 

The Most Reverend John Travers 
Lewis, Archbishop of Ontario, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he received the'B.A. (Sen. Mod. in Eth, 
and Log.) in 1847. In 1S-1S lie received 
the drat-claBS .Divinity Testamur, alsc 
the degree of D.D. in 1862. Trinity Col- 
lege, Toronto, conferred the Hon. D.C." 
degree in 1S57. He was ordained 
deacon by the Bishop of Chester in 1S-18 
and priested in 1849 by the Bishop of 
Down. He was consecrated in St 
George's cathedral, Kingston, on the 
25th of March, 1862, by the Bishops of 
Montreal, Toronto, Quebec, EI nron anc 
Michigan. He was elected Metropolitan 
of Canada in 1893, Archbishop of On- 
tario in lS'Jo. His Grace was formerly 
curate of Newtown-Butler, Co. Ler 
managh, 1818-50; S.P.G. missionary at 
West HawkBbury 1850-54, Rector of 
Brockville 1854-02— both these last 
charges are in the province of Ontario 

The Right Rev. Andrew Hunter Dunn, 
Lord Bishop of Quebec, was a scholar of 
Corpus Christi college, Cambridge. He 
graduated B.A. (20th wrangler) 1863, M 
A. ISOti. Hon. D. D. Bishop's College, 
Lennoxville, 1802; D. D. Cambridge, 
1S93. His Lordship served in some busy 
scenes in his early parish life: curate of 
St. Mark, Nutting Hill, 1801-70; curate 
of Acton, Middlesex, 1870-2; vicar of All 
Saints', Acton, 1872-02 and consecrated 
Lord Bishop of Quebec in Christ Church 
cathedral, Montreal, on Sept. 18, 1802, by 
the Bishops of Ontario, Montreal, 
Toronto, Fredericton, Huron, Niagara, 
and Milwaukee.

SUSPECTED CUBAN TRANSPORTS, 

Further Reinforcements of Spanish Troops 
For the Distracted Island. 

Washington, Sept. 23. — The treasury 
department has received through the 
Spanish minister here information to 
the effect that a vessel named the 
Unique, said to have baen built in Can- 
ada, is now on the Mississippi river, 
bound south, and is suspected of having 
on board a cargo of arms and ammuni- 
tion for the Cuban insurgents. The 
government officials at Pascagoula, 
Miss., have been instructed to keep a 
lookout for and to detain her, if on in- 
spection she is found to have arms and 
ammunition on board. Thettig Dauntless, 
which is supposed to have assisted in 
making a number of successful deliver- 
ies ef arms and other munitions of war 
on the island of Cuba and against which 
libel proceedings are now pending, is at 
present at anchor in the harbor of 
Brunswick, Ga., with a TJ. S. officer on 
board. She has recently been suspected 
of making preparations to give the offi- 
cers the slip; hence the precaution of 
keeping an officer on board. A bond for 
her release is now being considered by 
the treasury officials. 

Havana, Sept. 23. — Three additional 
steamships arrived here from Spaiii to- 
day with reinforcements of troops. The 
steamer Miguel Oallart brought 23 offi- 
cers and 1,170 privates ; the San Fran- 
cisco had on board 30 officers and 1,200 
rank and iile and the Guadaloupe, 50 
officers and 1 ,300 men, a total of 103 olli 
cers and 4,200 men. 



I N T Kit X AT 1 N A L ARBITRATION. 

Ambassador Bayard's Address at an Am- 
erican Chamber of Commerce Ban- 
quet in Liverpool. 

LiVBiti'OOL, Sept. 23.— The American 
Chamber of Commerce here gave a ban- 
quet to-night in connection with ihi 
annual meeting of the British Associa 
tion for the advancement of science 
which has been in progress here. Mr. 
Bayard, the United States ambassador, 
was the chief guest of the evening. In 
responding to the toast "the President 
of the United States," Mr. Bayard re- 
ferred to the Queen's prolonged reign, 
as a triumph of good and settled gov- 
ernment in a free country. He also eulo- 
gized President Cleveland's financial in- 
tegrity and good faith. His chief rea 
son, he said, for his coming to-night 
was his warm appreciation of the noble 
words spoken by Baron Russell of Ki' 
lowen, the Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land, now in the United States, in favor 
of international arbitration, which, Mr 
Bayard said, he hoped would sink into 
the conscience of both peoples.

New York, Sept. 23.— The inter- 
national game of cricket which was be- 
gun to-day ou the grounds of the New 
Jersey athletic club can scarcely be 
called a match; The Australians swamped 
their adversaries so completely by a 
score of 253 to 28 runs in the first 
innings, that there is very little chance 
for New Jersey to save a single innings 
defeat, with a good margin to the credit 
of the Australians. 



.BANKERS IN SESSION. 

Address of the President of the American 
Association— The Sound Money 
. Question. 

St. Louis.Mo.. Sept. 23.— The twenty- 
second annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers' Association opened here 
to-day. Delegates were present from 
all parts of the country, representing at 
least a billion dollars. The convention 
will be in session three days. There will 
be a general discussion of reports on all 
matters pertaining to banking. About 
200 delegates assembled when President 
E. H. Pullesi, of New York, called the 
convention to order. President Pullen 
in his annual address said: " We have 
assembled here from the North and 
South, from the East and West, but are 
not divided geographically or by section- 
al differences. We are proud, even in 
these troublesome times, to call our- 
selves ' American citizens.' 

•'The American Bankers' Association, 
during its twenty-two yeara of history, 
has stood for honesty — individual hon- 
esty and national honesty. It has al- 
ways stood for an honest dollar, worth 
100 cents, and accepted as such in all 
the markets of the world. Wo should 
occupy the same position to-day and, far 
from desiring to modify our past record, 
we should confirm and reiterate it with 
emphasis. Dishonest money, because 
it is disboncBt, attracts the disorderly, 
lawless and revolutionary elements — the 
socialist, the populist and the anarchist. 

"The issue to-day is not exclusively 
honest money, but the very existence of 
government and the preservation of law, 
life and liberty, are at stake. Banks, 
especially national hanks, have been 
assailed by the vituperations of ignor- 
ance and passion. Through the national 
bank system a market has opened for 
United States bonds yielding the money 
necessary for the prosecution of the war 
and for the preservation of our union, 
and a currency was provided that has 
never been excelled for Bafety, universal 
acceptance at par and immediate re- 
demption. 

" Ninety-three per cent, ol the busi- 
ness of this country is transacted by 
checks and other negotiable instruments. 
Eliminate banking facilities, national 
banks and their circulation, and substi- 
tute dishonest money as the vehicle ol 
trade, and financial chaos would speedily 
result. Cotton and cereals would not be 
produced — if produced could not be 
marketed — transportation would be 
paralyzed, the wheels of industry would 
cease to revolve, enterprise and develop- 
ment be checked and the whole land 
plunged into ruin and misery. Many 
sincerely believe, it is true, that the free 
and unlimited coinago of silver at 
the rat'O of 10 to 1 and the payment of 
existing obligations, public and person- 
al, in that metal, would be for the high- 
est good of the country. We- respect 
their sincerity in honestly advocating 
dishonesty, but regret their hallucina- 
tions on the subject, and are sorry to 
see them in such disreputable company. 

"The question has finally been re- 
ferred to the ballot-box for settlement. 
There is a God who presides over 
the destinies of nations. Let 
do our duty and then trust 
Him in the present crisis of our bo- 
loved country for the prcsernation of its 
honorand its liberty inseparable, for, as 
Butkesaid: ' What is liberty without 
wisdom and without virtue? Such lib- 
erty is the greatest of all possible evils, 
for it is vice and folly, and madness, 
without tuition and without restraint.' 

" From liberty w ithout honor or vir- 
tue, from dishonesty, from lawlessness, 
from anarchy and ruin, Good Lord de- 
liver us." 

The report of the executive council 
states that, in its opinion, the existing 
commercial depression is immediately 
due to the attacks which threaten to 
overthrow the present gold standard of 
value, and adds in part: 

" We further believe that our full 
measure of national prosperity will not 
be gained until the whole world under- 
stands that the dollar of the United 
Statea ia 100 cents' worth of gold, and 
that the nation intends to keep it at that 
value. 

" We believe that an opportunity is 
presented by the issue of the political 
campaign to give a lasting definition of 
the dollar as a money unit, to peruna 
nently settle the foundation of ournioue 
tary system and to remove the menace 
of an overturn of values and far-reach- 
ing ruin and distress which a descent to 
a silver basis would involve." 
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NOTOItlOUS " NO. ONE." 

Rumor That the Application for Tynan's 
Extradition From France Will Be 
Abandoned. 

Pauls, Sept. 23. — There appears to b 
Eome authority for the statement that in 
face of the possibility that it would bo 
refused England has abandoned her de- 
mand upon France for the extradition of 
P. J. Tynan, the alleged " No. 1," whom 
the Scotland Yard officials have charged 
with concocting a dynamite conspiracy. 

Dublin, Sept. 23. — It has b^en ascer- 
tained that the man who was arrested 
in Glasgow as Edward Bell, charged 
with being implicated with Tynan 
in the dynamite conspiracy, and 
whose identity was later fixed 
as Edward J. Ivory, of New York, 
the son of the late Patrick Ivory of Tul- 
lar, whose family is very respectable 
He was apprenticed to a grocery and 
spirit store in Wexford street, Dublin, 
where at the same time Kelly, Molly 
and McCaffrey, who were implicated in 
the Phoenix Park murders, resided. 
Young Bell (or Ivory) emigrated to the 
United States in 1803 and opened a 
liquor store on a corner of Lexington 
avenue, New York city. He returned 
to Ireland on the death of his father a 
few yeara ago. 

SHOOTING! IN NEW YORK. 

A Jealous Lover Kills His Sweetheart and 
Tries to Commit Suicide. 

New York, Sept. 23.— W. M. J. Koer- 
ner, a young newspaper writer and 
artist, Bhot and instantly killed Miss 
RosieA. Redgale, of Brooklyn, on Sev- 
enth avenue, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, shortly after six 
o'clock this evening while the street 
was crowded. The man fired three 
bullets at the woman and all ol them 
took effect. After the shooting the mur- 
derer Bank to the sidewalk in a Btupor, 
and it was believed that he had added 
suicide to the murder. Ho revived later 
in the hospital. He is thought to be in- ,
